The work of appraising Church property in aud about the buildings used 
by the Church was commenced Nov. 19th. Marshal Dyer selected as 
appraisers on the part of the receiver, L M. Barratt, George Cullen and Mark 
McKimmins. On behalf of the trustees for the Church, Bishop John R. 
Winder named Henry Dinwoodey, Amos Howe and E. G. Woolley. Messrs. 
Dinwoodey and Barratt formed the committee on furniture, and took a 
complete list of all the desks, tables, chairs, carpets, paintings and furniture 
of every description, affixing a valuation thereon. Messrs. Woolley and 
McKimmins took an account of all the cattle, horses, wagons, etc. In this 
class were included the Tithing Office delivery teams and wagons. Messrs: 
Howe and Cullen were the committee on machinery, and listed everything in 
that line on the premises. The gas engine and feed chopper, etc, at the 
Tithing Office granary, and the hoisting engine, derricks, windlass, ropes, etc., 
now being used in the building of the Temple were all included. 

On Nov. 18th Marshal Dyer and Deputy Pratt paid a visit to the Presidents 
Office, the object being to take into the possession of the Receiver all the 
property of the Perpetual Emigrating Fund Company, pursuant to the order 
of the Territorial Supreme Court in the suit of the United States against the 
company. The Marshal was given free access to all of the P. E Fund 
Company's property, consisting of a safe, desk, records, account books 
promissory notes, papers of various kinds, and $2.25 in defaced silver coin: 
He took possession of the property, and will remove it to his office or some 
other private place. The statement of the company shows the account on Nov 
10, 1887, to stand : 


Assetts in notes and 8585, 832,84 
Total amount of assets 417,958.50

COUNSEL FOR THE SAINTS. 
— 
Last week we took occasion to make a few remarks to the Saints as to the 
importance of their continuing in works of righveousness and well-doing after 
they become members of the Church, and upon the folly of supposing that 
their calling and election is made sure by merely accepting the first few 
principles, and obeying the first ordinances of the Gospel; we think it profit- 
able to offer a few more reflections in the same strain. 

A religion that does not have for one of its prime objects the making of 
bad men good men, and of good men better men, is not of much service to 
mankind: The world to-day stands in need of a religious faith which will 
effect men for good in all the relations of life; which will fill them with nobler 
personal aspirations; give them broader views of existence, and a more cur- 
rect understanding of the object of that existence, than the religions of men 
now teach: And it must follow as the day the night, that a religion which 
will produce the above results in the individual, will influence him in all his 
associations as a man. It will make him a kinder father, a more loving hus- 
band, a more obliging neighbor, more honest in his business pursuits, a better 
citizen—in a word, a nobler man. 
| The Latter-day Saints, to whom these remarks are addressed, have accepted 
that religious faith, sneer at it how men may, which the world needs to re- 
form it—to help it out of its difficulties. “ Mormonism,” as its enemies have 
styled it, takes the individual and teaches him that in man there is an im- 
mortal part, a spirit; it tells him that his spirit had an existence before it 
became connected with his body; that it lived and associated with the Gods 
in eternity, and was reared in the mansions of the heavenly kingdom of Gud; 
that God is the Father of that spirit, the word “father” not being used in 
any vague sense, but expressing the relationship that exists between organ- 
ized intelligences or spirits and God—the heavenly Father feeling all the 
love, tenderness and anxiety for the well being and happiness of His off. 
spring that the earthly parent does for his, only the affections of the heavenly 
Father are purer, deeper, more intense. The religion of the “Mormon” 
teaches him that in coming to this earth the recollection of his former estate 
and associations is taken from him; that he is here to learn by actual expe- 
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rience the difference between good and evil, as well as to exercise his agency 
in choosing the good or the evil, and thus demonstrate to the heavens and to 
his God the tras nobility or meanness of his spirit, that in the eternities 
before him he may be assigned to those spheres and mingle with those intelli- 
gences which his true character fits him to associate with; for it tells him 
that existence does not end in death, that the sleep in the grave is not eter- 
nal, but that the resurrection is a fact—a grand reality, that men will live 
again, the spirit and body being united, and that living soul be immortal; 
that as the Messiah after His resurrection could be seen, felt, associated with, 
and could eat and drink, and was capable of manifesting all the affections 
that filled his heart previous to His death, so may all those who come forth 
in the resurrection of the just, for we are assured that they will be like Him 
(Phil. iii, 20, 21); it teaches him that the relationship of husband and wife, 
parents and children, and all the minor relationships growing out of these 
primary ones are designed to be eternal; that so long as “there is room in 
infinite space; so long as there are particles of unorganized element in 
nature’s storehouse; so long as the trees of Paradise yield their fruits or the 
fountain of life its river; so long as the bosoms of the Gods glow with affec- 
tion; so long as eternal charity endures, or eternity itself rolls its successive 
ages, the heavens will multiply, and new worlds and more people be added 
to the kingdoms of the Fathers.” These are the grand basic principles of the 
“ Mormon’s” faith, and they give him the broader views of human existence, 
and inspire him with the nobler aspirations alluded to as necessary to effect 
him for good in all the phases and relationships of life. 

| But the faith of the Mormon” by no means is content to deal with gene- 
ralities alone. It comes to the husband and wife, teaching them their true 
relationship to each other. It places man at the head of the woman, as 
Christ is the head of the Church: 

„For the husband is the head of the wife, even as Christ is the head of the Church: 
and he is the savior of the body. Therefore as the Church is subject unto Christ, so let 
the wives be to their own husbands in everything” (Eph. v, 23, 24). 

Placing man gf the head of the woman, however, must not be understood 
as giving him any right to govern or control her in any despotic manner. 
The whole government of God is one of love, mercy and justice. These are 
the elements which enter into Christ’s government of the Church, and they 
are pre-eminently the elements that should enter into the family govern- 
ment. Husbands are strictly enjoined to “love their wives even as Christ 
loved the Church.” And while “ Mormonism” teaches that the completeness 
of woman’s salvation and glory depends upon her union with man, it also 
teaches that man is equally dependant upon woman if he would attain toa 
fullness of glory. Neither may reach the summits of exaltation so long as 
they walk alone Since Mormonism” places the husband as the head of the 
wife, it teaches the wife to render due reverence to the husband—no slavish 
obedience, but respectful and reasonable subjection — 

** Subjection, but required with gentle sway, 
And by her yielded, by him best received.” i 

Ibo religion of the Latter-day Saints also teaches the duties of parents to 
their children, making it binding on them to bring them up in the nurture 
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and admonition of the Lord, giving them plainly to understand that if they 
neglect to instruct them in the principles of the Gospel, condemnation of no 
light character overtakes the parents. As early as funf . 
tion to the Church in these last days says: 

** And again, inasmuch as parents have children in l 
are organized, that teach them not to understand the doctrine of repentance, faith in 
Christ the Son of the living God, and of baptiam, and the gift of the Holy Ghost by the 
laying of the hands when eight years old, the sin be upon the heads of the parents; for 
this shall be a law unto the inhabitants of Zion, or in any of her stakes which are organ- 
ized; and their children shall be baptized for the remission of their sins when they are 
eight years old, and receive the laying on of hands; and they shall also teach their children 
to pray and walk uprightly before the Lord” (Doc. & Cov., sec. 68). 

And while “ Mormonism” thus teaches the duty of the parent to the child, 
it also teaches the duty of children to their parents. The commandment— 
Honor thy father and thy mother —first thundered into the ears of Israel 
from the cloud-capped summits of Mount Sinai, is in full force among the 
latter-day Israel of God; honor and obedience to parents is just as lovely in 
the eyes of heaven to-day as it ever was, while disrespect and insolence of 
children towards parents is just as hateful. 

We cannot better conclude our remarks than by adopting the language of 
the Apostle Paul to the Philippians: “Finally, brethren, whatsoever things 
are true, whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things are ‘just, whatso- 
ever things are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, whatsoever things are of 
good report; if there be any virtue, and if there be any praise, think of these 
things for they are all included in the religion you have received. Let the 
Saints accept the Gospel not only as a theory, but enter into the spirit and 
practice of it also, that they may receive of its full benefits, and be * 
cally educated in the things of God's law.
